Who Discovered AMERCA?—The_vener- 
able scholar and archeologist, Carl Christian 
Rafn, to whose researches America owes :s0 
much, died recently at Copenhagen, having 
fulfilled his three score and ten years, How 
much the Western Continent owes to this 
famous antiquarian is net generally known. 
Histories and geographies almost without 
exception still accord to Columbus the orig- 
inal discovery of America, and probably 
nine out of ten readers suppose that the en- 
terprising Genoese was the first civilized 
man who looked upoa this continent. Yet 
| as carly as 700, philosophers had already ob- 
tained a glimpse of fortuitous discoverics 
by the Northmen across the narrow seas of 
Iecland and Greenland. Later this roman- 
tic speculation became crystallized into fact, 
but it remained for the faithful Rafo to ex- 
aming carefully the thousands of Icelandic 
and 
to develop and arrange the details of the 
interesting history’in his great work, “ Anti- 
quitates American.” Accident first led the 
Nortlimen to Amcrica, as Columbus after- 
wardg discovered the continent when he in- 
tended to do nothing of the sort. Naddod,

'the ninth century. Before 900, the coloni- 
zation was carried into Greenland. One 
hundzed and twenty-five years went by be- 
fore the fishermen drifted to Labrador, 
where Leil; son of Eric the Red, landed 
about the year 4. D. 1000. He proceeded 
southward to 1, titude fort-one degrees, 
thirty minutes,—abcut as far as Connecticut. 
Here the discoverer, finding the climate

Tuk Most Aprorr Ropsery on Recorp. 
The astounding robberies of banka, expresses 
and individuals which have surprised us du- 
ring the past few months, calls to mind a 
siinifar affair which occurred about twenty- 
five years ago, and is probably the shrewd 
est case of roguery on record, It was pre- 
ceded by the! famous forgeries of Col. Mon- 
roe Edwards;—ab ut’ $62,000—and which 
led to the due} between Tom Marshall and 
James Watson Webb, of the New York 
Courier and Enquirer, whereby the Col. got 
a ball in the leg, and quarters in the peni- 
tentiary—whereof the older of our readers 
will remember, | 

The robbery or forgery of which we speak 
was originated and prepared in the Bank of 
Louisiana, in New Orleans, but by whom 
was neve positively known. The rogue 
was supposed to} ‘be a noted English burglar 
named. Reed, Uut this was never proved. 

The Bank of Louisiana had a special plate 
of its own for its| bank drafts, and specially 
made writing ink, Ti ¢ burglar first secured 
a free entrance to the baitk, by taking im- 
pressions of the locks, and t.1en fitting keys 
tothem. For four months, it is estimated 
that he entered the bank in the n.ght at his 
leisure to inform himself of the rocitine of, 
the bank’s business—in the meantime prac- 
ticing to imitate the hand writing of ¢he 
cashief, 

When the fall bhsthoes)) season approach- 
ed, he took a schedule of the various 
amounts to the credit of the bank, in. the 

hands of other banks and bankers, on the 
route to New York—cut neatly a supply of 
bank drafts from tha rear of the draft-book, 
—provided himself with the special paper 
and ink of the bank and proceeded in this 
wise: He wrote letters in the cashier's style, 
to certain banks and bankers, notifying 
them that Mr. D. had purchased drafts of 
them, of certain. dates and amounts,. He 
then wrote to the same parties in his own 
hand, notifying them jn the ‘same manner, 
inclosing half of each draft as a precaution 
against any mistake. He then started, col- 
lecting at several points.as he went, his last 
being $22,000 on Jacob Little & Co., of New 
York—the whole amount being $66,000, and 
then disappeared, It was some weeks be- 
fore the frauds were discovered, but the 
thief was then in England, probably long 
before, and safe from danger.
